Improvements 111 GUdinp. 


In nothing has the superiority of 


modern over former methods been made 
more manifest than, in the various proc- 
esses employed for gilding. Now the 
greater portion of gilded articles are 
gold covered by means of the electrical 
bath. Formerly gliding -was done by 
laborious and troublesome processes in 
certain stages detrimental to the health 
of the workman. The old time gilder 
used an amalgam of gold and mercury, 
causing it to adhere to the bronze arti- 
cle by means of nitrate of mercury, the 
nitrous and mercurial fumes being poi- 
sonous, always endangering tho health 
of the workman and sometimes induc- 
ing incurable disease. Now the article to 
be gilded is placed in an electrical bath, 
the current is turned on, and in a short 
time the piece is ready for the burnish- 
er. Gilding by means of gold leaf and 
gold powder is Btill practiced, the work 
being mostly done by bond, but its del- 
icacy is such as to require long practice 
and great experience. An amateur gild- 
er has no earthly chance of success. 
His work will always show the inexpe- 
rience of the workman.—St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat. 


Famou KlcVerm. 


A writer who knows what he i» talk- 


ing about says iu an exchange: 


Most of us are familiar -with tho way 


iu which a horse or mule kicks, but few 
of us know how a camel expresses his 
auger. The camel doesn't seem to be 
Out of temper. He lazily chews his cud, 
with bis eyes half closed, and those not 
fr.miliar with his ways might fancy 
that be is half asleep. But directly he 
Iraws a hind leg up uiider him, and 
iheu, as soon ng the object of his wrath 
is in range, he sends his hoof straight 
back like a shot. I have ECCU a heavy 
niau scut whirling several yards in a 
dense crowd by the kick of a camel. 


Au emu can kick aa hard as a horse. 


I have seen meu kicked so hard by this 
vicious bird that their legs were broken. 
If I bad my choice of being kicked by a 
horse or au emu, I think I would take 
the horse. Tho emu stauds on one leg 
und with the other strikes a quick and 
most paralyzing' blow. I never would 
have believed that a bird had such pow- 
er bad I not had ocular evidence of it 
during this trip. After two or three of 
our men had suffered from the terrible 
kicks of these birds we did not venture 
near them, but, after running our horses 
till we got close enough, would bring 
them down with our rifles. We did not 
approach them till we knew they were 
dead. 


Wo killed them for their feathers, al- 


though they are not so valuable as thosa 
of the ostricb. Wo also hunted for the 
eggs, which are to be fouud in the sand, 
but in doing this we took care not to 
collide with the emn. Tho eggs are 
more in demand than tho feathers. They 
are very beautiful and are so tough that 
it is difficult to break them. Profession- 
al curio makers drill a hole in each end, 
take the inside out and then the shell is 
carved and mounted in silver.
